Feed Big Herds, 


Explorer Says 


WASHINGTON. 
Feb. 27. — The 


Arctic region has been disguised as a 
cheerless waste of snow supporting 
little life, when in reality it is a friend- 
ly country capable of marked devel- 
opment, Vilhjalmur Stefansson told 
members of the National Geographic 
Society in a lecture on "The Friendly 
Arctic." 
The fame of the Arctic has suffered 


especially. Stefansson declared, from 
the 
misinformation 
furnished 
in 


school tejtt books. 
There are only 


light falls of snow on millions of 
acres of level Arctic prairies In the 
winter, according to Stefansson. and 
in the summer thsi rapidly melts and 
luxuriant grasses and hundreds of 
varieties of familiar flowering plants 
spring up. 
Wild caribou and musk 


oxen feed on these pasture*. Stefans- 
son predicted that domesticated rein- 
deer and musk oxen will be herded on 
these plains before many years, and 
that their meat -will be shipped 5n 
large quanties to lower Canada and 
th<? United Stales. 


The lowest temperature in some 


places in Montana and Manitoba Is 
considerably lower than the minimum 
on the north roass* of Canada and 
Alaska. Stefansson pointed out.

Details of the negro's bold attempt 


came to light this morning 
It was 


said that Devins had been tor some 
time employed by Mr. Aaron, who dis- 
charged him- last Friday. On Satur- 
day the little girl was seen by a board, 
er to go into an outhouse in the back- 
yard- 
In a fe'w minutes the negro, 


who is badly crippled, was also seen 
to approach the place and after look- 
ing around cautiously, proceeded to 
enter the small house, where the girl 


was 
The boarder, whose name wa« 


not made known, after seeing the ne- 
gro enter the place and close the door 
behind him. rushed into the b^-u-f ••- " 
informed 
Mrs. Aaron 
of what 
had 


taken place. In the nieanumu »i_n ... » 
were heard to come from the small 
house, which contained the girl and 
negro. Both women ran to the scene, 
but 
the negro 
had gone, 
evidently 


frightened away by the shrill screams 
of the little girl. 


The matter was reported to Mr 


McCain, who arrested Devins about 
an hour later. The negro had caught 
a street car and gone to North Dan- 
ville and was seen in that place by 
Danville police officers, although they 
did not know then that he was want- 
ed. 
Following the bold attack, Dev- 


ins called Mrs. Aaron on the tele- 
phone and pleaded with her not to 
take any action against him. He gave 
no explanation of the attack. How. 
ever, he did tell the police after his 
arrest, that he had been employed 
Saturday to do some work around the 
house. He said that he went into the 
shed ahead of the girl. Facts in the 
case show that his statement is incor- 
rect, as there ,were eyewitnesses who 
saw him follow the gul. it is alleged. 
It was but a few minutes after 


the negro went into the shed that aid 
came, in response to the little girl's 
cries, which had frightened the assail- 
ant away before he actually attacked 
her. 
Devins, who is about :;0 years 


old and deformed, is being held in 
the, city jail.
